As noted in the St James’s Auction 3 catalogue, there has been much controversy over the years about the exact 
attribution of the so-called ‘York’ group. That it was struck in Europe seems most unlikely but that it shows much 
continental influence is undeniable. Unlike the ornaments and lettering on the coins, which seem to betray a French 
or Flemish origin, the main design of two standing figure seems to derive rather from a Germanic source - many 
contemporary bracteates and pfennigs show one or two standing figures. This is a device found nowhere else on the 
coinage of mediaeval England and again underlines the irregular nature of many of the Civil War issues.

Most extant specimens show signs of having been gilded and brooch-mounted for use as jewellery. Examples 
not subject to these indignities are worth a considerable premium. 

These extraordinary coins were half a century ahead of their time when they were struck in the 1280s. Although large 
silver coins were already circulating in Italy and France and were being introduced at around the same time in the 
Low Countries, it seems that the English economy was not yet sufficiently advanced to require a circulating coin any 
larger than the penny. Their scarcity today seems to be due to their economic failure and subsequent demonetisation 
rather than a small initial issue. The fact that so many varieties and dies survive suggests that they were struck in some 
quantity over a number of years - perhaps a decade or more.

The striking of the testoon reflects almost precisely the attempted introduction of the groat in the 1280s [see lot 
152]. Following the appearance of the testone in Italy in the 1460s and the even heavier taler in central Europe in the 
1480s and 90s, the testoon or shilling was struck on a trial basis around 1502/04.

A document dated 24 January 1494 (old style) and signed by 
the pretender leaves, in the event that he has no male children, to Maximilian of Austria, duke of Burgundy and his 
heirs, the following somewhat optimistic legacy: “His own kingdom of England and France, his duchy of York, his 
lordship of Ireland and his principality of Wales”.
